Referring to the recent strike 
among the colliers of South Wales, he defended the action of the 
association, and refuted sundry assertions that the association had 
led the men into the misfortune, and left them in it without help. 
He maintained that the association did its best to prevent the strike, and to 
limit its duration after it had begun. One of the questions which they would 
have brought hefore them rela to the colliers’ hours of labour; he thought 
it most desirable to have one general system all over the country. There were 
$50,000 miners in the country, and if they combined in their action on this 
point the opposition of the masters would be futile, becauve the men would have 
their destiny in their own hands; but he apprehended that when the masters 
came to look into the matter themselves they would find that a reduction of 
the hours of labour was almost as much a question of theirs as of the workmen, 
for a system of long hours, which exhausted the workmen before the day’s toll 
was over, was not one entirely beneficial to the employers. He stated that the 
system was most intimately connected with the awful disasters which so fre- 
quently overtook them, although in what manner it is difficult to conceive, 
The miners belleved that there was a remedy for the present state of things, 
and Mr. Halliday seemed to think that this would be found in more efficient 
inspection. 

Both with regard to the evils which exist, and the facilities for removing 
them, Mr. Halliday’s views are not precisely identical with most practical men. 
He maintains that the subject of ventilation is to a great extent a question of 
capital ; that they must have larger shafts, and if one could not accomplish the 
work the owners should be obliged to duplicate them to secure the great desi- 
deratum of an abundant influx of air, and afterwards its proper distribution 
through the working places of the mine, for it was possible by a neglect of dis- 
tribution to have a bad colliery, notwithstanding the adequacy of its ventilat- 
ing shafts. He thought they had deen badly treated by the Government, which 
had witbheld from them year after year a good Mines Regulation Bill; yet, 
when it is considered that the Bill that has been before Parliament, and which, 
after very considerable discussion, is admitted by both masters and men to be, 
on the whole, equitable, does not involve any material change iu principle from 
that now In force, it is not easy to understand where there is great cause for 
complaint, though it is true chat it is desirable that the matter should be dis- 
posed of by making the Bill law. For his own part, Mr. Halliday thought the 
Government ought to prohibit the laying out of any fiery colliery except In such 
a manner as to enable the men to work it with naked lights, and in old collieries 
he believed the use of good safety-lamps was essential, Whatever excuses the 
Government might have for passing over the Bill last session, no excuse what- 
ever would be acceptable next session if they did not pass a measure that would 
extend justice to and meet the wishes of the working miners. 

Upon the question of the direct representation of the miners’ interests in Par- 
Hament, by which he means the representation of working miners by working 
miners, Mr. Halliday’s observations are to some extent sound and practical, yet 
they give rise to many considerations that must not be overlooked. He observed 
that the best way to secure the genuine expression of the feeling of miners on 
subjects affecting them in their passage through Parliament was (adopting Mr. 
Gladstone’s views with regard to the election of Mr. Isaac Butt for Limerick) 
to elect direct representatives. Now, upon this point Mr. Halliday displayed 
an amount of knowledge which should secure him the warmest friendship of 
Mr, Gladstone and all Liberals, as well as a lucrative Government appointment 
whenever he may ask him for it. Mr, Halliday knew the opinion was steadily 
gaining ground among miners; but he would not conceal from them the diffi- 
culties of such ascheme. After they had elected a member they would have to 
face the question of maintaining him in London; and without beating about 
the bush, it must be acknowledged that they would, of necessity, be under the 
obligation of appropriating a portion of their funds for his subsistence there. 
But, continued Mr. Halliday, he would be their servant, and nothing could pass 
through Parliament which concerned them, particularly as miners, without 
having a proper expression of this great branch of industry upon it. Most peo- 
ple, it is true, do not find their servants the most desirable representatives they 
could choose, but if coal miners are content to be so represented, no one need ob- 
ject to their choice, Alluding to the recently-passed Trades Union and Criminal 
Threats Act, Mr, Halliday asserted that It was an Act that restricted the liberty 
of the subject in an unwarrantable degree. Legislation of this class went, he 
thought, a long way towards destroying popular confidence in the House of Com- 
mons, but heconsidered the remedy lay in the hands of the workmen themselves, 
for if thelr present legislators would not enact good laws, they must replace 
them by others who would. The President concluded by urging them all to do 
their duty, and assuredly success would follow their efforts. They would have 
the satisfaction of knowing that when they left this world they would have 
consciences satisfied of having done their best towards each other. He hoped 
they would all, as minérs, do everything in their power to ameliorate the con- 
dition of themselves and their fellow-men. He noticed with regret the money 
foolishly spent in the country in intoxicating liquors—it was computed at some- 
thing like 120,000,000. How much of that would benefit the working-classes if 
judiciously applied! Let them hope the day was not distant when every man 
would be living in gladness ; and not only in a position to’pay 20s. in the pound 
under any circumstances, but enabled to assist men in old age, or others who 
might be permanertly injured, He noped the day would soon dawn when the 
miner's position would be such as would allow him to lead a life in which he 
would have abundant leisure to behold the glorious world around him, and, in 
contemplating the beauties of nature, be led to turn his mind to a study of 
nature’s God. 

The observations of Mr. Pickard, of Wigan, as to the unfairness to the miners 
of passing over the Mines Regulation Bill sessiun after session, and the effect of 
this neglect upon the sacrifice of miners’ lives, fully confirmed the views of Mr. 
Halliday. It appeared to Mr. Pickard that the frightful accidents that were 
continually occurring for want of a better system of regulating operations threw 
upon Parllament a tremendous responsibility, for which, sooner or later, they 
would have to render ap account. He had come from scenes of horror, which 
had impressed him profoundly with what he considered the deplorable negll- 
gence of Parliament in shelving the miners’ interests as it bad done for years 
past. The opinion has been very freely expressed by several of the Government 
Inspeetors, by Mr. Vivian, and by most other practical men capable of forming 
a reliable opinion upon the subject, that it would be undesirable to make any 
change in the present system, because it would remove the responsibility from 
the employers. That, Mr. Pickard thought, was a poor excuse, and one which 
the mluers could not accept fora moment, They demanded that there should 
be nocessation of employers’ responsibility, and at the same time they demanded 
an improved inspection, an improved laying out of fiery seams, perfect ventila- 
tion, and efficiency everywhere. The desirability of all these can scarcely be 
doubted; and all that our legislators require to induce them to adopt Mr. 
Pickard’s views is some tangible evidence that they can be carried out in prac- 
tice, Until this is forthcoming the miners and masters will alike have to con- 
tent themselves with rendering existing systems of working as free from dauger 
as the skill and ability of colliery viewers and managers can make them. 

The most important observations brought before the Conference on Wednesday 
were those of Mr. McDonald, who remarked that the Billof last year had several 
prominent features, and the first was the limitation of the bours of labour for 
children. He believed the limitation prescribed in the Act was crude and un- 
workable in the form proposed by Government. In Mr. Bruce’s Bill, however, 
it was proposed to limit the working bours of a child, from 10 to 13 years of age, 
to 36 hours a week, and he held that Mr. Bruce deserved the warmest commenda- 
tion of all miners for that stipulation. He hoped in the ensuing session the 
measure would be made perfect, to the advantage of the miners of Great Britain. 
He gave Mr. Bruce and the present Government credit for adopting and extend- 
ing by legislation the principle of contracting the hours of labour, But of the 
Mines Regulation Bill, as a whole, he was bound to say that he protested against 
{ts character, and be hoped the miuers of the country would utter their protest 
sO aveom’y that no Government would feel themselves strong cnough to defy it, 
and would not enjoy the confidence of the country until they amended the pre- 
sent state of things with regard tothe protection of human life. They had, 
however, in the existing Mines Act the germ of the best system which could be 
devised ; but it was not carried out as designed for want of proper inspection, 
The mimers of England, Scotland, and Wales would not tolerate this any longer. 
They had importuned the Government again and again, but they would beg and 
scrape no longer. If they could not obtain justice in any other way, if they did 
not get a good Act in the coming session, they would lay down their tools from 
Jobn-o’-Groats to the Land's End, and try the effect of that kind of moral per- 
suasion. They did not ask for the division of property, but for the salvation 
of their lives, One of the most objectionable clauses of the Bill last year was 
the weighing clause, which would perpetuatea grossiniquity. It stated ‘* welgh- 
ing, measuring, or gauging,” but pass the word *‘ weighing ’’ and they at once 
subjected the poor miner, first to fraud, and then torobbery. That they would 
not have, The machine and weighing question had always been the first bone 
of contention around which others gathered, and they would never be satisfied 
with anything less than fair weight. Theshort-time movement he believed was 
the precursor of a social revolution of greater importance than the Reform Bill 
was in politics. It was not an uprising, butan assertion of the rights of labour. 
The stonemasons, by combination, had reduced their hours of labour to eight 
per day. The miners of Yorkshire had, by combination, reduced theirs to eight ; 
and In Northumberland and Durham, from time immemorial, they had worked 
only e'ght hoursa day. Laws were sald to be the written will of the people, 
and if the people willed it the working day for the whole country would be only 
eight hours or nine hours at most. 

The wages ——- in various parts of the country was the next subject con- 
sidered. It appeared from the statement of the various delegates that through- 
out Lancashire 10 percent. advance had been conceded ; in North Staffordshire 
some concession had been made to the men, Dut not in all cases a satisfactory 
one; in this district the butty system is much complained of ; it was believed 
that the masters paid as good wages as the masters anywhere, but when the 
men made any representation to the masters they were referred to the butties, 
and the butties declined to give an advance. In North Wales there was an 
agitation for an advance, but none had been given, and at some establishments 
a strike had begun. Mr, Mitchard, of Abertillery, said that the house coal 
colliers had just determined to send in a peremptory demand for 10 per cent. 
advance. About 2500 men would be concerned in the movement, but not more 
than a third of them belonged to the movement. 

Tbe consideration of the subject of a reduction of the hours of labour,and an 
equalisation of the day all over the country, occupied the chief attention of the 
Conference on Wednesday. The most important statement made being that of 
Mr. Wm. Pickard, who said that in the Wigan district which he represented, 
they had tried in vain to establish the elght-hours system, and the great oppo- 
sition they had had to contend with proceeded not from the masters, but from 
the men. He-.pointed out that it was more to the advantage of the employers 
that work should proceed regularly if for only eight-hours a day, than that 
their plant and rolling stock, sometimes worth 30,0007. or 40,0001., should be idle

he said, was regularity. The views of Mr. Pickard were confirmed bY other 
delegates, and upon the President expressing his sorrow that he had to ackney, 
ledge that men neglected their work now as much as they ever did, his tate,

A resolution was passed condemning the Trades Union Act and the Crimty 
Threats Act of last session, and a letter was read from Prof. Beesly, Which a 
President thought showed that he understood their grievance, aad Warmly s 
pathised with them. Referring tothe truck system, Mr. Pickard remarkeg th 
ho system had so much paved the way for the degradation of working men at 
the system of truck, and Mr. Brown added that few of them were good. ba 
supposing they were, it did not alter the fact that the system was bad, ang 
whenever the power was held over the heads of working men they Were ge 
ously prejudiced in thelr position by it, and advantage was taken of them tn 
every conceivable way. The resolution was ultimately carried Unanimous) 
expressing the opinion of the Conference that the truck system Is Pernteloys ,! 
the social interest uf the working classes wherever it exists.

tion of their mine or mines at least every 24 hours ; that the want of safe ma. 
nagement of mines, their good ventilation, is nearly always to be traced to 
ignorance of those who are managers or agents; that the long hours Young 
children are compelled to be in the mines for the purpose of employment an 
alike injurtous to them in health, morals, and social knowledge ; that the per. 
mission to weigh, measure, or gauge at liberty the miners’ output is the 
sion of much discontent and dishonesty ; that the state of education Among the 
mining population is very defective; that the baueful influences of the truck 
system still exist in many of mining districts; that the increasing magnitudg 
of the mining interest demands the exclusive attention of one or more persony 
in the House of Commons to meet the wants connected therewith, 

May it, therefore, please your honourable House, in dealing with any measur 
for the welfare and safety of the mining population, to pass laws only that will 
ensure the ventilation of all mines being so thorough that they will be safe ang 
free of all noxious gases whatever ; that the inspection of mines may be morg 
efficient, add to the number of existing inspectors a large staff of sub-inspectory 
—compel both to make an annual return of their dally visitation of the ming 
of the district—the state they found the mines in; that you make it imperatiyg 
within a reasonable period that the managers or agents of all mines undergo an 
examination by a eompetent board, as to their being competent to ventilate ang 
otherwise manage mines safely ; that children under 12 years of age be prohibited 
from entering mines for the purpose of employment ; that children from 12 year 
to 16 years of age be not allowed in the mines for more than eight hours in any 
one day; that every child or young person employed in or about mines shall, 
from 12 to 16 years, be compelled to attend school not less than 10 hours every 
week; that all miners shall be paid for their output by weight only, and tha 
weight to be the standard weight of the county, and under the supervision of 
the inspector of weights where the mines are situated ; that all persons employed 
in or about mines of any kind whatever shall be paid their wages in money only, 
weekly, without any deductions for any purpose whatever; that there shall by 
appointed a Minister of Mines, with a seat in the House of Commons, whose duty 
it will be to attend to the interests of mining in all its departments,

S1r,—As the last “strike” has been at the shareholders, and as the 
shareholders are in the dumps, although Mr. Phillpotts says there is 
plenty of ore on the dumps, perhaps you will again allow me to say 
a few words in your valuable Journal. It is said that the shares 
have gone down because the report is “considered unsatisfactory,” 
The directors themselves consider the report most satisfactory, but 
as there are parts in it that appear not to be quite understood, they 
have telegraphed to Mr. Phillpotts for further information, and until this arrives 
shareholders must not be precipitate in parting with their property. Let them 
consider for a moment what they possess. The Eberhardt Company, withouta 
single inch of mineral ground, could, if they wished, earn a handsome dividend, 
If they choose they could let their water-springs, which will cost 30001, for 20,000), 
« year; if they chose they could use their mills to crush the ores of other mines, 
and so make a good profit; and, if they liked to do so, they could lease the wire 
tramway, or allow other companies to run their ores down at so much per ten, 
and thus make a further profit. In this way, if the directors chose to do 8, 
they could easily earn a dividend of 50 percent. ; but, possessing valuable mines, 
they think it best to exercise a little patience, and then, instead ot earning 50 per 
cent,, they may earn a little more. 

It must be remembered that even from the very first starting of the company 
Mr. Phillpotts has exercised what I might almost term too much caution, He 
has always tried to under value rather than over value the properties, At first 
he based bis calculation on $40 ore, now he admits that the average assay value 
will be $50, and this, of course, will yield a splendid profit; but other people 
say that the average assay is higher. Mr. Ridsdale stated at the last meeting 
that he had seen a friend, not a shareholder in Eberhadt, an American miner, 
who had been down Ward Beecher, and he said the average assay value of the 
ore would prove to be from $200 to $300 per ton. However, that is the mine 
which a White Pine paper said “ repaid the Britishers its total cost in six weeks 
and three days;’’ and soitdid, and is now earning a dividend of 500 per cent, on 
the purchase-money. 

The directors of the Eberhardt Company are not quite angels, and perbaps 
they may have made mistakes, the same as other people do, in the course of thelr 
sublunary existence. Perhaps it was a mistake to form the grand notloa of 
building ‘ the finest mill in the world,”’ for perbaps two mills of 30 stam seach 
would have answered the purpose of one of 60 stamps, The cost of reduction 
would be greater, but the risk of shutting down would have been smaller. Pers 
haps it was a mistake to put thinner plates in a 6/-stamp mill than are used ia 
a 30-stamp mill ; but perhaps the bullders, Messrs. Booth and Co., of San Fran. 
cisco, will be held responsible for it. Perhaps it was a mistake not to at first 
send out a competent man to superintend the construction of the wire tramway, 
But as these things are altered now, as as an extra boiler is put into the large 
mill, so that if one burst it can be repaired withovt shutting down the mill, a 
the tramway is in perfect working order, and as there Is sufficient ore in sight 
to keep the mills running for three years to oome, and as as the mine fs belog 
worked as a mine ought to be worked, aud as the manager Is prospecting as well 
as crushing, the Eberhardt Company Is at the present moment in a better posl 
tion than it has ever been in before.

rich and extensive alluvial workings of Golden Gully, together with several rich 
tertiary drift bills, all more or less worked out, run parallel, a little westward of 
Cattle’s and Ferron’s reef, and there cannot be any deubt that the gold of the 
above drift workings was mainly derived from these reefs, as evidenced by a 
pumber of rich tributary alluvial! gullies starting from the lines of reefs.

REMARKS.—Transactions in some of our markets have been on 
an important scale, and great firmness has been manifested, and a 
tendency to higher prices has been noticeable. As regards other me- 
tals the market has been quiet but generally firm all round, as it is 
thought that, in consideration of the prosperous state of trade both 
at home, in the colonies, and for the most part in all those countries 
carrying on business relations with our own, there will be a demand which not 
only justifies the maintenance of present quotations, but from which enhanced 
values may be expected to result. ‘The late advance in the Bank rate does not 
seem to have in the least affected the course of busiuess in the metal trade. 
There being little or no speculation in any description, except, perhaps, Scotch 
pig and tin, which are strongly held, it was not likely that a 4 per cent. rate 
of discount would influence unfavourably the progress of bona /ide business. 
Metals, whether raw or manufactured, are pot now as a rule bought to hold, 
but that they may immediately be brought into consumption and turned to 
profitable account. 

CoprEeR.—There is very little change to report in the position of 
this meta]. The market continues quiet. Statistics are all favour- 
able to an improvement in demand, and consequently in price, and 
the returns of the Board of Trade, showing the imports and exports 
from the commencement of the current year up to August, compared 
with similar returns for previous years during the same eight months, 
tend to confirm the opinion we have already expressed, that copper Is not des- 
tined to continue always in the position it has for so long a period occupied in 
our markets, Butas yet, notwithstanding the favourable nature of the statis- 
tics referred to, there is no improvement to report. The demand for home and 
continental requirements continues steady, but Indian advices are not encou- 
raging, aud until an improvement takes place from that quarter it would seem 
that the production, comparatively small though it be, is sufficient to meet 
existing requirements.

No offer under full list prices is entertained, 
and it is found impossible to meet the demands of buyers with the 
desired rapidity and punctuality. Canada and the United States continue to 
furnish specifications for plates, sheets, bars, hoops, and other varieties. ‘The 
British dependencies, South America, West Indian Islands, and various parts 
of continental Europe, are buying freely in our markets. Manufacturers 
generally are open to purchase ores at full rates, and attention is being turned 
in many parts of the United Kingdom to the development of mlueral resources 
which have hitherlo been permitted to lic dormant. There appears, indeed, to 
be no limit to the expansion of the iron trade, and this fact may be taken as an 
important indication of the healthy and buoyant condition of the commerce of 
the country.

MANUFACTURE OF GAS, 


A series of important improvements connected with the manufac- 
ture of gas has been invented by Mr. W. P. WILSON, of Addiscombe. 
The first part of his invention refers to furnaces or ovens for heating 
retorts, and consists in constructing with flues passing round the sides 
and back, and open at the front, all of which are made with open- 
ings to admit air to the furnace, the object being to induce a circu- 
lation of alr through and around the materials of which the furnace {scomposed, 
whereby the said materials are kept comparatively cool, and their durability 
consequently ensured. The materials of which the bricks are made may be any 
suitable fire-clay, mixed or not with plumbago, asbestos, or pumice. It is, how- 
ever, preferred to mixin addition to the foregoing some easily combustible sub 
stance, so that when the bricks are burnt they may become porous, Mr, Wilson 
considers, moreover, that furnaces constructed iu this manner are applicable 
for smelting furnaces, and in general when a high temperature is necessary 

With regard to the construction of the lids or doors of gas retorts, and the 
mode of attaching them to the mouthpieces, Mr. Wilson has also some special 
arrangements. A ring of iron of theshape and size of the mouthpiece is formed 
into two well-defined flat edges on that side next the mouthpicce, and is fur- 
nished with snugs corresponding to snugs on the mouthpiece. A disc of sheet- 
iron is inserted between the ring and the mouthpiece, which when forced against 
it by the edge of the ring operated on by screws passing through the snugs, a 
secure joint is effected without the ald of luting. Another form of lid is made 
by casting the ring with a boss and radiating arms, to the centre of which the 
sheet iron disc is pivotted. Across bar hinged on one side, and falling into a 
hinged slot on the other, is by means of a screw made to produce a tight Joint 
between the disc and the mouthpiece, A third form of lid is made by casting 
upon and around a sheet-iron disc a ring similar to that described In the last 
paragraph. ‘This kind of lid may be made suitable for use where luting Is pre- 
ferred by arranging the edge of the ring to present a greater surface to the 
mouthpiece, 

For distributing liquid to the scrubber he constructs a hollow arm, divided 
into compartments, which when liquid is admitted thereto ove: balances itself, 
and dashes its contents upon the material with which the scrubber is filled, at 
the same time it by meaus of a wheel having short flat faces upon which it 
travels is caused to move forward or make part of a revolution. This action }s 
kept up as loug as water is admitied tothe arm. The fourth part of this inven- 
tion refers to an improvemeut in the hydraulic centre valve by means of which 
one or more of a series of four purifiers can be put out of action, or the whole 
may be employed. This is effected by attaching to the top of the cover of the 
hydraulic \alve a four-way cock or valve, the four ways being connected one 
with the outlet compartment of the centre valve cover, one with the compart- 
ment of the cover which recelvas the gas from ‘the third purifier, and the re- 
ae two are connected to the outlet and inlet compartments of the fourth 

urifler, 

" Mr. Wilson likewise provides for the prevention of offensive gases from being 
given off from the spent lime upon its removal from the purifiers. This is done 
by the application of water until the lime is so damp as to have the desired 
effect. ‘The lime is then taken out and submitted to the action of a mixing and 
pressing machine, by which it is formed into solid blocks of lime, alouue or in 
combination with ashes, breeze, clinkers, or other similar material. The mixing 
and compressing machiue consists of a mill having borizontal arms revolving 
therein, together with an eccentric and serrated ring, which when the machine 
{s in action grasps the material to be acted npon, and forces it through a series 
of Lorizontal ports at the bottom, thus forming the blocks before mentioned 





PREVENTING EXPLOSIONS OF STEAM-BOILERS.—The invention of 
Mr. A. M. BIRCHALL, of Preston, consists first, of improved apparatus for dis- 
Charging steam or water into the furnace when the water arrives at a dangerous 
level. ‘here is a pipe communicating with the inside of the boiler, the lower 
end being below the working level of the water, and to the upper end of the 
pipe is fixed a box containing a valve and a disc made of compositiou of metals, 
the composition melting at the temperature of stcam, or at any required tem- 
perature, the valve being foc the purpose of enabling the communication between 
the boiler and the disc to be closed when required, and to this box is attached 
another pipe, which descend to the fire of the boller or,to any other suitable place. 
When the boiler is at work and the water Is at a level above the bottom of the 
first-named p'pe the pipe is wholly or partially filled with water, and Is carried 
to such a height that the heat of the water at the top of the pipe is not of a suf- 
ficient temperature to melt the disc. On the water falling below the level of 
the lower end of the pipe the water contained in it decends and allows steam or 
heated water to take its place, and the steam or heated water coming in contact 
with the disc melts it, tuus having free access through the second-named pipe 
to the fire of the boiler. When this takes places and the shortness of the water 
has been discovered, tho valve, should be closed and the water got up to the or- 
dinary working level. This being accomplished another disc is inserted, the 
valve opened, and the apparatus is again iu working order. The second part 
of this invention consists of an improved low-water apparatus combined with 
a steam pressure safety-valve. Inthe inside of the boiler is a float, which on 
the water in the boiler falling to a low level opens a small valve, and admits 
the steam into a cylinder or on a diaphram, whereby on its entering a force is 
exerted against one or more levers, or directly on the weight of the safety-valve, 
as desirable, which lifts the load from off the safety-valve, and allows the steam 
to escape from the boiler. On the water regaining its proper level the float 
closes the small valve, and the blowing off is stopped, the valve for high pressure 
being at the same time entirely unencumbered and free to act. 


RAILWAY BRAKES.—For preventing accidents on railways, Mr. 
PRAGER, of Notting-hill, proposes an arrangement of apparatus for employing 
eccentric brake blocks simply capable of turning on fixed axes, in place of em- 
ploying brake blocks forced by mechanical means against. the periphery of the 
wheels. The brake blocks are of shorter radius at their central portion than at 
the portions on either side of it,so that they may be brought into action which- 
ever way the train may betravelling. The specification also describes arrange- 
ments of trigger apparatus, to be acted on by passing trains, tu order to bring 
into action stops placed where necessary along the line of rails, or of branch 
lines in connection with it. The stops are for the purpose of setting in action 
the brake apparatus of any passing trains, and so arresting their motion. 


A NEw AMALGAMATOR.—Mr. J, C. STOVIN, formerly manager 
of the New Zealand Company’s battery, at Coromandel, has lately patented in 
this colony a process of grinding auriferous ores, and amalgamating the same. 
Mr. Stovin is well known, and we believe has inspected the mining and amal- 
gamating processes of various countries, and may, therefore, be expected to know 
something about what he writes upon. He designates tie patent he has taken 
out as the ** Patent Triple-Action Grinder and Amalgamator.’’ We have re- 
ceived a copy of the plans and specifications of the patent, and, after a careful 
perusal of the same, think the grinding process described leaves little to be de- 
sired. From 12 to 24 tons of tallings, sand, auriferous soil, &c., it is said, can 
be reduced to an impalpable powder within 24 hours, according to the degree of 
fineness to which it is desired to reduce it. The machine is so constructed that 
the grinding and amalgamating may go on simultaneously, or, if it be preferred, 
the mullers may be employed to reduce one kind of stone to a powder, while 
auother kind of tailings may be in the process of passing through the amalga- 
mating portion of the machine, The machine is so designed that itcan be made 
of any size, according to the power employed to work it. The grinding Is car- 
ried on in an outer ring, having a communication with the inner amalgamating 
pan, which can be cut off or kept open at pleasure. The amalgawation ts per- 
formed by mercury in the bottom of the pan, and by causing tue ground stone

to revolve, which dash the semi-fluid mass up on the amalgamated surfaces, thus 
securing a large percentage of the finegold. These plates are so arranged that, 
ina pan of 3 ft. 9 in. diameter, the ground quartz is made to come tn contaet 
with no less than 200 square feet of amalgamated plate surface at each revolution 
and means are provided whereby the mercury in the pan or on the plates may 
be warmed by the addition of hot water or steam, as may be most convenlent. 
We observe that Mr. George Aickin, C.&., Crescent Chambers, has been appoluted 
the agent for this province.—Daily Southern Cross (N. Z.)

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MASTERS AND MEN IN THE IRON TRADE, 


The two greatiron-making districts of the North of England and 
South Staffordshire are just now passing through a stage in their 
history which seems almost inseparable from a period of tolerable 
prosperity. In neither place are the men satisfied with their wages. 
Some of the operatives are certainly very difficult to please. At no 
former time has there been evinced by the masters a stronger dispo- 
sition than now to recognise the claims of their workpeople to a fair 
participation in the — of the concerns with which they may be 
associated. In the North of England the masters at once united 
with the men, and adopted a system of arbitration for the mutual 
adjustment of all differences. The system was inaugurated by a man 
who, of all others in the kingdom, was best qualified for the work. 
Mr, Rupert KETTLE is not enly an experienced political economist, 
who has made this subject one of persistent study for many years ; 
he has likewise had his scheme in successful operation in different 
parts of the kingdom for some eight years, Moreover, he has been 
all his life identified by interest and residence with the iron and coal 
trades, A most fitting man he was to establish the movement 
amongst the men of the North; and masters and men combined at 
once in testifying to his fitness. Mr. KETTLE set his system afloat 
in the North of England with marked success, and all went on well, 
till by-and-bye the men, wanting an advance of wages, had again 
to invoke his aid as umpire. Readily he gave it, but his award was 
not all that the men hoped to get. With the fickleness not unusual 
with men of their class (when they are not perfectly successful), they 
desired another arbitrator, The masters were sure a better could 
not be found, and they desired to retain Mr, KETTLE’S assistance, 
They, however, gave way to the men, and Mr. THOMAS HUGHES was 
chosen, Mr. KETTLE had laid down certain principles, the result of 
his own thorough digesting of what is needed to successful arbitra- 
tion, and ithad been hisinvariable habit in the North of England and 
elsewhere, to act upon them. Mr. HUGHES made his award, but he 
did not give all that the men desired. There perhaps is reason to 
conclude that in making his award certain of the prineiples to which 
we have just referred, deemed by Mr. KETTLE as essential to suc- 
cess, were not altogether acted upon, Certainly the ironworkers so 
assert, They are dissatisfied, notwithstanding that Mr. HUGHES, so 
far as his award is based upon figures, is fully supported by the re- 

ort of an eminent London actuary, who has examiued the masters’ 

ooks. Whether or not there has been sufficient recognition by the 
umpire of the course which wages should take in a rising market, 
that gentleman will, no doubt, be able to show when on the 16th 
inst., he visits the North, and gives the reasons upon which he founded 
the decision to which the men take exception, We trust that the 
result may not be to embarrass the ironmasters of the North in their 
negociations with customers, for in such an event the men them- 
selves, as well as their employers, will be sufferers by the absence of 
that regular employment which is of far more importance to the 
operative than the scale of wages upon which he is remunerated, 

In South Staffordshire the masters are no less anxious than their 
compeers in the North to meet the views of their men, The pud- 
dlers there sought a rise. The masters gave it them without advanc- 
ing the price of iron. In the Northern division of the county, how- 
ever, where the masters are apart from the masters of the South, iron 
was declared up, and wages were proportionately advanced. This 
example the masters in the South found themselves compelled to 
follow. They, too, declared arise of 10s, in iron, and gave the pud- 
dlers another sixpence and the millmen an advance of 5 per cent, 
The millmen were dissatisfied ; they desired to go up with the pud- 
dlers, The puddlers had a valid plea for their first advance of 6d, 
because they are scarce in the market, yet the masters, anxious to 
leave nothing undone they could do to promote peace amongst all 
ranks of their operatives, gave (as was announced by our Birming- 
ham correspondent last week) the millmen 10 per cent., thus en- 
abling them to move upward abreast of the puddlers, More than 
that, the masters, in according the wishes of the men expressed at 
their meetings, determined to make the rise of puddlers and mill- 
men alike certain, and they selected the nine months intervening be- 
tween Sept. 16 and Midsummer-day next as an experimental period. 
This is a period during which the masters, it may be assumed, can 
see their way to a continuance of trade sufficient to justify the ar- 
rangementthat they have made, For our own parts we think that 
the masters have been over liberal, The wages they promised to 
give to puddlers is 9s.6d.aton, Thisis the highest point that wages 
have touched for a very longtime. The average in the past 20 years 
has been 8s, 43d. per ton. The millmen’s remuneration has been in 
the same proportion. It is true that at the present hour the works 
are full of orders, but it is equally true that if new orders do not 
come in with tolerable regularity the mills will very soon be short 
of work, Already the last two decisions of the Bank of England, 
by which discount has been put up from 2 to 4 per cent., has exercised 
a manifestly slackening influence upon the market. 

Our readers will hardly be prepared for the statement that the men 
in South Staffordshire are not receiving these new terms with accla- 
mation, Ata meeting they held last Monday, certain of the pud- 
dlers wanted 10s, per ton. Their plea was that iron had been put up 
10s., at the same time that the masters agreed to make the remune- 
ration mentioned to puddlers and millmen permanent for the nine 
months, and they, therefore, stickled for another 6d., maintaining 
that, as has hitherto been customary, puddlers’ wages should go up 
€d, when prices were advanced 10s. But has there been an advance 
of prices?’ The question would not be put if another departure from 
the custom hitherto adopted throughout the South Staffordshire iron 


trade had not taken place. As will be remembered, the Preliminary 

Meeting resolved to make no declaration as to prices. Makers were, 

therefore, at liberty to make the best terms they were able in the 

open market. Many tried to establish a rise of 10s., upon the con- | 
veree of the principle on which the men last Monday founded their 
claim to a rise of 6d. in wages. The masters spoken of argued that 
because the wages of millmen had been put up 5 per cent. then that 
iron should be declared up 102. But the truth is that the market will 
not bear such a rise at the present time. If consumers want small 
quantities immediately they have, no doubt, to pay such terms, and | 
the merchants do not object to have it believed that such a rise has | 
practically taken place; but a formal refutation has been given to | 
the view by a public notification from the first house in the trade, | 
Mr. W. O. Foster, as representing the firm of Messrs. J. BRADLEY | 
and Co., makes it known that his firm has sent out circulars, noti- | 
fying that their prices are the same as they were at the beginning | 
of September. This the men may confidently take as equivalent to | 
an official notification. Our recommendation to them is to accept 
the masters’ offer and be thankful, lest, if they much longer carp at | 
its terms, it may be altogether withdrawn. They have to pronounce | 
finally upon their course by vote at their several works. 





We trust | 
that prudent counsels will prevail, and that, only too glad to have 
their labour assessed at its highest value, they will not demand 10s, | 
Further, that thankful for having the very important principle of time 
bargains recognised by their masters for nine months, they will not 
stand out for twelve or eighteen months, 








RAILWAY IRON IN INDIA. 


It cannot be said at present that the demand for British railway 
iron in India has thus far experienced any improvement. The ship-

The decline in this year’s exports will be seen to have been very 
marked, much less railway iron having been exported to India this 
year than to British America. We fear that 1871 must be regarded 
as a somewhat disastrous one for Indian railways. Not only has the 
traffic declined this year, but the summer has been accompanied by 
very alarming floods, especially in the North of India. In the Beas 
Valley most of the bridges on the Punjaub Railway and on the Grand 
Trunk road have been destroyed, or severely injured, so that passen- 
gers have had to travel on elephants from the Beas to Kurtapore, 
a distance of about 14 miles. Intelligence from Umballa states that 
the railway beyond Saharunpore has been completely interrupted, 
so that traffic was not expected to be resumed before the current 
month (October), On the East Indian Railway the great bridge 
which carries the line over the Jumna appears to have successfully 
tided over the crisis, Nevertheless, to make assurance doubly sure, 
immense quantities of stone have been thrown into the Jumna, soas 
to divert the stress of the ¢urrent from the only point where it could 
be injurious, The Scinde, Punjaub, and Delhi Railway, more fa- 
miliarly known as the Punjaub Railway, has, however, been reduced 
to a deplorable condition. Bridges carried away, embankments 
shattered, and at least one train lost for good and all in the wild 
torrent of the Beas all tell a tale of most serious destruction and | 
loss—a loss which will fall upon the Indian Treasury, as the Punjaub | 
Railway was constructed upon the guarantee principle. | 
We have been at some pains to give these details, as they clearly 
have some bearing upon the future development of railway commu- | 
nication in India, Although the Indian Government will doubtless | 
respect the guarantee which it has given, still the flatness of this | 
year’s traffic returns, and the very serious disasters which will have

while a further conversion to 4 per cent. stock is distinctly hinted at. | 
It is clear that the ability of the Indian Government to raise capital 

at 4} per cent. is a powerful element in favour of a more rapid pro- 

secution than has been yet attempted of the long-talked-of State 

lines of India, It may also be noted as an encouraging circumstance | 
that the completion for good and all of the three arterial lines 
uniting Calcutta, Bombay, and Madras is now very nearly an accom- 
plished fact. The unionof the East Indian and Great Indian Penin- 
sula systems at Jubbulpore has been long since effected ; but there is 
still a gap to be filled up before the union of the Great Indian Pe- 
ninsula and the Madras lines can be secured, A great bridge over 
the Kistna, which will make good the gap, is now approaching come 
pletion, under the superintendence of Mr, LINDSLEY, who has had 
considerahle experience in erecting iron bridges for the Great Indian 
Peninsula Company. The land piers on the Bombay side are being 
pushed on, and arrangements are being made for the river bed piers 
being laid in as soon as the fall of the river will admit of it—that is, 
about December next. The piers are formed of two immense iron 
cylinders set side by side; they are 7 ft. in diameter, bolted to the 
solid granite rock below, and filled with concrete. When trains can 
be run over this Kistna bridge the three great trunk Indian lines, | 
mapped out by Lord DALHOUSIE some 25 years since, will be com- | 
pleted, and then the Indian Government, despite the floods of 1871, | 
may be fairly expected to proceed with its State lines—first, because } 
as feeders to the arterial systems they would render them more pro- 
ductive, and so reduce the burthen of the interest guarantee given; 
secondly, because the improved credit of the Indian Treasury will 
enable it to raise capital at a lower rate of interest; thirdly, because 
it is estimated that the new lines can be constructed upon compara- 
tively moderate and reasonable terms; and, fourthly, because, as 
rulers of India, the English are bound to develope its resources, and 
to promote the well-being of its inhabitants,

Hoops, SHEETS, AND PLATES.—The quantity of hoops, sheets, 
and plates—that is, boiler aud armour-plates—exported from the 
United Kingdom in August was 19,864 tons, against 15,141 tons in 
August, 1870, and 15,946 tons in August, 1869, The largest share in 
the exports of August was sustained by the United States, which took 
4620 tons in August, against 3634 tonsin August, 1870, and 1711 tons 
in August, 1869. Inthe eight months ending Aug. 31 this ycar we 
sent the United States 28,589 tons of hoops, sheets, and plates, 
against 26,473 tons in the corresponding period of 1870, and 22,836 
tons in the corresponding period of 1869. Russia took 11,667 tons 
to Aug. 31 this year; and British America 10,503 tons. The ex- 
ports have increased this year to Russia, Germany, Holland, Spain, 
the United States, British America, and Australia; but they have 
decreased to France and British India. The value of the hoops, 
sheets, and plates exported in August was 235,942/., against 177,010/. 
in August, 1870, and 189,6927. in August, 1869; and in the eight 
months ending August 31 this year 1,493,3117, as compared with 
1,370,1627, in the corresponding pericd of 1870, and 1,488,566, in the

they cannot be supplied in anything like the quantity required. The 
other articles are coming forward pretty well to time, but in some 
cases there are short shipments. The locomotive, engineering, and 
ironfounding works are all fully employed, and galvanisers and 
makers of tin-plates have no reason to complain of want of work, 
The prices of malleable iron are very firm, and have rather a ten- 
dency to advance. There is a report in circulation to-day that the 
representatives of the Duke of Hamilton have concluded the trans- 
fer of about 100 acres of ground between Blantyre and Cambuslang 
for the site of the new ironworks noticed in our last; in fact, the 
ground is in process of being staked off. 

In the Coal Trade we have to note another advance of Is. per ton 
on household, but shipping qualities, though held very firmly at the 
recent advance, have not been raised all round, but in some instances 
more money is being paid. For the week ending yesterday the ship- 
ments were heavy, being 54,864 tons, against 36,603 tons in the cor- 
responding week of last year, The colliers are getting, or have got, 
up their wages to 5s, 6d. per eight-hours day, and are not yet con- 
tent. On Tuesday the miners of the Glasgow district met in the 
Town Hall, Rutherglen, when it was proposed that the men should 
resume work, and that they send deputations to their employers 
asking an advance of wages by Thursday next, at which date, if the 
advance is not conceded, they will stop work fora day, and deter- 
mine on future action. An amendment was made to the effect that 
no work be done until the advance is granted, but eventually the 
motion was carried, 

To-day the Clyde shipwrights have been “locked out,’ in conse- 
quence of those in this district not having accepted of the masters’ terms (3d, 
per day advance), as ac Renfrew, Port Glasgow, and Greenock, but held out for 
6d. per day advance, 

MINES INSPECTION.—Mr. Alexander McDonald writes to a Glasgow 
paper :—-“ Mr, Bruce may think what he likes of the measure he brought 
in last Session ; the deliberate conviction of the working miners is 
that it isa mineowners’ measure—not a measure for their protection, 
in the sense of true protection. They cannot conceive, nor can we, 
why it ts thatin all our towns and cities if there be any nuisance !t is put 
down, while hundreds of the pits of England and Scotland are dens of polson, 
though we have men with salaries of 6001 or 70:1. per annum to see them made 
safe, and the gases all diluted and rendered harmless, I may just add that, 
whatever may be thought of the last effort to legislate, the miners look upon 
the provisions tn it for safety with contempt. Should it not be improved 
it will meet with the derision aud scorn that that miserable flas‘o tn legislation 
—the criminal amendment of last session—has met with. © For the opinion of 
the mivers on the subject, we would ask all interested in their protection to 
watch the opinions of Conference to be held in Merthyr next week —a place, by 
the way, where they made Mr, Bruce very clearly understand what sort of a 
Bill they wanted at the last general election—also to a Conference that will be 
held in November in Manchester.—ALEXANDER MCDONALD.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Oct. 5.—There has been very little change at the ironworks and 
collieries in Derbyshire during the past week. A very large quantity 
of pig-iron is being produced, there being an excellent demand from 
Sheffield and other centres of the iron trade. Lead mining is becom- 
ing more active in several districts, but the want of railway accom- 
modation has had the effect of retarding the development of the 
mineral riches which abound in several districts, such as Castleton, 
Eyam, Hassop, &¢. It has also kept back capitalists, who are not inclined to 
invest in isolated districts, from investing in what, commercially speaking, 
would be really profitable speculations. The Messrs. Wass, however, appear to 
be doing well, as they deserve to do, seeing that they are the most enterprising 
of all persons connected with lead mining in Derbyshire. With a good railway 
system, branching out (say, from Castleton, and extending to Eyam and other 
parts, as far as the High Peak, there Is very little doubt but what the quantity 
of lead raised could be very largely increased, and the county raised to that high 
position, in a mineral point of view, which it formerly enjoyed.

The Sheffield Trades are doing well, particularly the heavy branches, 
armour-plates, heavy castings, railway material, and Bessemer steel 
being in excellent demand, not only for the home markets, but also 
for exportation, Some very extensive works are about to be com- 
menced near the town, the prosperity which has attended the manu- 
facture of Bessemer material in particular during the last two years having 
stimulated capitalists to embark in a business which promises to be very active 
and profitable for some years tocome. The Coal ‘Trade of South Yorkshire ts 
just now bri-k, and owners bave advanced the price 1s. per ton, as usual in Oc- 
tober. The strike at Swathe Main has been brought to a clo-e, and the men re- 
sumed work on Wednesday. At the Duke of Norfolk’s colliery the dispute has 
also been arranged, and it was expected that the water would be sufficiently 
lowered to-day as to allow of work being resumed. 

At the Bloomhouse Green Colliery of Mr. H. Lodge, situate at 
Darton, about four miles from Barnsley, an explosion took place 
about noon on Saturday last, under rather singular circumstances, 
and which had the effect of setting the coal on fire. The colliery 
adjoins a much larger one, belonging to the Woolley Coal Company, 
both being what are technically termed ‘ day-holes,’’ the workings being en- 
tercd by an incline starting from the surface instead of bya vertical shaft. Mr. 
Lodge, desirous of getting an outlet for his water, had taken some coal, by agree- 
ment, from the Woolley Company. The men had been driving through the bar- 
rier of coal separating the two pits, when they found they had made an en- 
trance. They at once sent for the steward to look at the Lole they had made, 
who came down with a lighted candle in his hand, and at ouce put it where he 
could see the hole, which led to the goaves of the Wool'cy pit, and, as might 
have been expected, contained a cousideravle portion of gas. The lat'ercoming 
in contact with the naked light caused an explosion, fortunately without doing 
injury to those around, and driving the fire backwards into Mr. Lodge’s work- 
ings, set fire to the coal. The men then left, and Mr. F. Wardell, the Govern- 
ment Inspector of Mines, was sent for. In the course of the evening several 
well-known mining engineers in the Barnsley district were sent for, for the pur- 
pose of advising as to the best means that could be adopted for extinguishing 
the fire. By Sunday morning two stoppings were made from the debris about 
40 yards from the seat of the fire, the smoke and heat from which were all but 
overpowering. The engincers—amongst whom were Mr, Maddison, of Woolley; 
Mr. Weeks, of North Gawber; Mr. Minto, the Oaks; and Mr. James Wilson, of 
Darfield Main—then advised that two permanent stoppings of brick should be 
erected, so as to entirely cut off the air from the fire, and which was done on 
Monday afternoon, On Wednesday the men at Mr. Lodge’s colliery resumed 
work, while those employed at Wooley only lost one day’s work. ‘The neces- 
sity for stringent rules in the management of all collieries has been fully ex- 
emplified by what bas taken place at Darton. Some old workings are broken 
into, where anyone acquainted in the slightest degree with mining would know 
that gas would be sure to accumulate, yet a manager, with the simplicity of a 
child, goes to examine the hole made into a place highly charged with gas with 
a naked light, and an explosion ensues as a matter of course. If such folly can 
be perpetrated by a manager, what can be expected of the workmen, or why 
should we feel surprised at violent explosions taking place, involving loss of life ? 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Oct, 5.—-In North Staffordshire the ironmasters are mostly engaged 
on contracts accepted previous to the recent advance in list rates, 
Orders on account of the new quarter are coming very fairly to hand, 
but the full nominal advance in quotations is being realised in com- 
paratively few instances, Forge pigs of good quality are selling 
freely at 65s, per ton at works, and the makers show no disposition 
to yield in the matter of price, even when pressed by the largest buy- 
ers. The coal and ironstone markets present no special feature. 
The demand for coal in South Staffordshire is remarkably brisk, 
and quotations show a decided increase in firmness, At Wolver- 
hampton on Wednesday the thin-coal masters held a meeting on the 
wages question, under the presidency of Mr. 7’. Barker, of the Chillington Com- 
pany, and an advance of 3d. per ton in ibe wages of colliers was agreed to. 
This is just half the amount of the advance declared by the thick-coal mas- 
tera on the Dudley side, but this is the usual proportion, the higher rates of the 
thick-coal men being given in consideration of the extra danger attending the 
working of thick coal. Prices are rapidly advancing, and it is expected they 
will go still higher. In the West Dudley district best forge is quoted 8s. 6d., 
and for very best samples of households as much as 16s. per ton is being rea- 
lised. Mr. T. Checkley is developing a large area of mineral property in the 
Bloxwich district, and it is believed that between this po'nt and Pelsall a con- 
siderable tract of coal measures remain to be proved. : 

Some dissatisfaction is being expressed by the colliers at Darlas- 
ton, Willenhall, and the neighbouri.ood with the decision of the masters at Wol- 
verhampton on Wednesday. The advance of 3d, per day instead of 6d., as asked, 
is regarded as disproportionate to the ruling quotations, and further disap- 
pointment is expressed that the advance conceded does not take effect until the 
14th inst., while the fortnight’s notice given by the men expires to-morrow 
(Saturday). : : 

The South Staffordshire Iron Trade does not show much alteration 
this week. Everywhere the greatest activity prevails, and certain 
descriptions of iron are very difficult to obtain, even at the advanced 
quotations, Pig-iron makers experience no difficulty in booking 
orders, at satisfactory quotations, sufficient to absorb their probable 








make for the quarter, The wagesof the furnacemen have advanced 10 percent. 


In the finished iron branch there is a very brisk business secured for the greater 


part of the current quarter by the orders already booked. There is, however, a 
general feeling that the advance in prices has now reached its utmost limit, and 
that any further attempt to put up qu tations could not be made without in- 
curring the risk of serious, if not fatal, injury to the trade. In some quarters, 
indeed, doubts are expressed as to whether present rates can be long maintained 
" the face of the closing up of the shipping season, and of the increasing value 
of money. 

Considerable interest is felt in the commission just dispatched to 
America by the Iron and Steel Institute to ascertain the practical value of 
Danks’s rotary puddling-furnace, and to report upon its adaptation to the re- 
quirements of the fron-producivg centres of this country, The names of the 
commissioners are—Mr.J. Snelus (Dowlats), Mr.John A. Jones(Middlesborough), 
and Mr. John Lester (Wolverhampton), Mr, Lester has for some years been 
manager at the works of Messrs. G. B. Thorneycroft and C)., the eminent iron- 
masters. 

Black Country hardwares are in well-sustained request, and prices 
of most descriptions are firmer, owing to the advance in raw inaterial. At the 
Tipton Anchor Works Mr. J. Wright is engaged in the construction of an anchor 
weighing over 5 tons, fur oneof the Admiralty tronclads. The settlement of the 
nallers’ strike, which was predicted in our report of last week, Is an accomplished 
fact, and this week the men are all steadily at work, ‘Tubular ironwork of va- 
rious ns descriptions is in satisfactory demand, mostly on account of ex- 
port trade, 

Messrs. Addenbrook, Smith, and Pidcock have erected at Rough 
Hay, Darlaston, a new blast-furnace, on the most improved sclentific model, 
It is encased with wrought-iron, bas six tuyeres, patent gas-consuming appara- 
tus, &c , and is capable of producing 25) tons per week of best forge grey iron. 


THE IRON AND CoAL TRADES OF NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE.—The 
Quartely Meeting of the North Staffordshire [ron and Coal Masters’ Assoclation 
was held at Stoke-on-Trent, on Thursday, Mr. F. Wragge in the chair. Trade 
was reported to be in a fairly active condition, and a good many new orders 
for finished iron were coming into the distric:, but at the same time buyers 
were reluctant to give the full prices demanded by the fronmasters, and in the 
majority of cases concessions from the list prices were necessary to obtain 
orders. Pig-iron was stated to be in good demand, and prices were unaltered 
from previous quotations. Good forge pigs were selling at 3!. 5s.in the district, 
and at 31. 10s, delivered in South Staffordshire, Of furnace mine there was 
little on offer, those who raise it being well sold, and the matertal being in 
active demand. Sales have continued tu be made of the small quantity which 
has been offering, at 12s. per ton, into trucks or boats, which must be considered 
higher relatively than the price of pig-iron. There ts a fair demand for coal 
for manufacturing purposes, both tron and potting. An advance of wages has 
been pretty generally given to the miners throughout the district, in accordance 
with the resolution passed a few weeks ago. The ordinary routine business 
was transacted, and the attendance was larger than usual, 

The Dudley Correspondent of the Wolverhampton Chronicle writes :— 

One of the most important meetings ever held between the iron- 
masters and a deputation of the ironworkers took place at Wolver- 
hampton, last week, on the question of wages, and shows that a much 
better feeling has sprung up between masters and men than formerly 
existed, The questionin dispute was discussed in a very able manner 
on the part of the employers. This is not to be wondered at when 
we take into consideration the great experience and ability of such 
men as Mr, Ilartley, Mr. Walter Willlams, Mr. Sparrow, and others who took 
part in the discussion, and on the part of the speakers who advocated the cause 
of their fellow-workmen considerable care and ability were manifested, and 
much respect was shown towards thetremployers. There ts little doubt but the 
iron trade of South Staffordshire will maintain its present position for some time 
to come, if it be not perilled by too hasty advanecs on the part of the masters. 
There is often a restless desire on the part of the men to push wages beyond their 
proper level, which forces prices up, and as a consequence a retrograde movo- 
ment takes place. We recollect the spring of 1845, when bars were put up to 
12/., and pigs to 61, and 6/, 10s,, followed in two months by a hasty reaction to 
81. 10s, for bars, and 3/. 10s, for pigs. Again, in December, 1852, the advance to 
111. for bars, and 51. 104. for pigs was almost immediately followed by a lower- 
ing of the prices to 91, for bars, and 3/, 15s. for pigs, and it should also be espe- 
cially borne in mind that at both these periods the demaud was such as to necesst- 
tate steady prices. In both cases the policy adopted was, for the general interest 
of the trade, exceedingly unfortunate to mastersand men, This state of things 
referred to is not likely to occur again, for, as Mr, Hartley observed at the meet- 
ing, that the world did not depend for its fron upon the English iroomasters, 
who now had thetr Freneh, their Belgian, and their American competitors, and 
the English ironmasters could not now control the price of tron, Nor was that 
competition likely to grow less ; on the contrary, it was fast increasing, This 
being the ease the greater care is necessary not to exceed a proper limit. There 
continues a large demand for coal, and the colllers in the Karl of Dudley's em- 
ploy are to reecive an advance of 6d, per day, and lronstone workmen 3d., from 
Monday last. The price of coal and lumps ts advanced 1s, per ton, and slack 6d, 
The prices for while fronstoue and gubbin range from 14s, to 154. perstatute ton, 
and ealeined 2's. When sold at long weight they realise proportionately higher 
rates. The colliers and ironworkers have now settled down quietly, and appear 
satisfied with the advance glven them by their masters, which, aa far as the 
ironworkers are concerned, was paid on Saturday last. 





REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Oct. 5.—The tone of the Iron Trade is more decided this week, the 
Quarterly Meeting of the ironmasters having commenced, and in re- 
gard to prices there need be no further uncertainty, The new course 
which is to be adopted is generally accepted as one likely to be be- 
neficial to the trade in the future, because makers had begun to see 
pretty clearly that the old system of putting up the list 10s. or 20s, 
per ton at one step, when it was agreed to make any advance at all 
in prices, had a depressing effect upon the market for some time after the altera- 
tion was made. By raising values moderately business will be carried on with 
steadiness, and there is no doubt that there will be a better understanding be- 
tween sellers and buyers. The works are still well employed, and there isa 
pretty good prospect of thelr continuing so throughout the wintcr months, The 
shipping season in most of the northern directions will shortly close, and opera 
tions are carried on vigorously, in order to clear off the whole, if possible, of the 
old contracts before the winter comes op. A fair demand is kept up, but most 
of the orders on Canadian and Russian account now coming to baud will not 
be delivered until the beginning of next year. The clearances of tron continue 
on a large scale to the Central States of America, and to the South-West coast, 
and from those quarters a good enquiry ts likely to be continued, Fresh trans- 
actions are being entered into on account of some of the leading European mare 
kets, but owing principally to the lowness of freight from the Cleveland and 
other jrou-making districts but few new engagements are expected to be booked 
by Welsh makers on Russian account for the next month or two, There has 
been no materia! alteration made in prices, the majority of makers still booking 
orders at the old rates; but there is a general dispo-ition to demand higher 
values, and Improvement ts looked forward to, From what can now be seen it 
is not likely that buyers will be much opposed to an advance in prices, to erable 
makers to incet the rising prices of raw materials, and the agitation which is 
taking place for pigher remuneration to the workmen, Makers will have to 
feel their way independently now that there is no recognised list to go by, and 
they will have Lo a great extent to fix the values of their make according to 
their reputation in the market. ILome business shows no further improvement ; 
purchases continue to be made by the railway companies for renewals and ex- 
tensions, but the strictest saving is st:ll observed, and transactions are, there- 
fore, not so numerous as otherwise they might be, About the same cuquiry ts 
kept up for bars and plates, and the make and consumption of pig-irou are ex- 
teusive. The Tin-Plate Trade remaius active, and prospects for the future are 
encouraging. Prices are fairly malotaincd, and the same rates will be adhered 
to for the next quarter, ‘ F 
In the Steam Coal Trade business is improving gradually, though 
slowly. Colliery proprietors still maintain prices at a higher stand- 
ard than previous to the late strike, and many of the purchasers on 
foreign account evince great unwillingness to place contracts until 
rates are lower. ‘The men are working with tolerable regularity, but the out- 
put does not increase so rapidly as was expected ; still the traffic receipts of the 
local mineral lines are beginning to show favourable comparison with those of 
the corresponding period of last year. For House Coals the demand Is improving, 
as Is usual at this time of the year, 

Another meeting of delegates, representing upwards of 30 house 
coal collieries, has been held at Pontypridd, the object of which was 
to consider “ what they had better do in the face of the important 
fact that many of the masters had not had the courtesy, to say the 
least about it, of answering the circular sent to them on Sept. 25,” 
Some of the speakers expressed great indignation at the silence of 
the employers, and their feelings evidently inclined to a strike. The 
more moderate, however, endeavoured to polut out the disastrous effects of strikes 
generally, and advocated trying ** moral force’’ tothe utmostextent. The polot 
was much discussed as to whether notice should be given at once, or whether an- 
other appeal should be made to the masters to meet the men on fair ground, 
There seemed to be a strong feeling that the house colllery proprietors generally 
treated their men with disrespect, and it was feared that nothing but a turn-out 
would bring the masters to see the actual position of things. Kortunately the 
wi:er counsels prevailed, and it was agreed to forward the following circular to 
each of the house coal colliery proprietors :—** Gentlemen: We regret that our 
formal appeal of September 25 was not acceded to. We now make a demand of 
a price equal to what is paid at other cotileries. A deputation will wait upon 
you on the 23d of this month, when your reply will be thankfully recelved,. We 
deem it our duty to inform you that the consequence of your refusing our appli- 
cation will be that we shall give youa month’s notice.”” The delegates belicved 
that in taking this last step they were doing the utmost that could be expected 
of them by the masters. C

ANOTHER COLLIERY EXPLOSION AT ABERDARE.—A fatal explo- 
ston of fire damp occurred at the Old Gadlys Pit, the property of the Gadlys 
Company, on Wednesday morning. The loss of life was not, however, anything 
like so extensive as has heen too frequently the case In such disastrous accidents. 
It was secn from the evidences In the colliery that the blast must have been one 
of tremendous force, but it was confined almost exclusively to one locality, and 
‘was soon exhausted. Four men were killed, and one so very severcly injured as 
to be almost beyond recovery. It appears that there were altogether 23 men in 
the workings when, about half past two In the morning, the explosion occurred. 
As many as could fied for their lives, and on information being conveyed to the 
mouth of the pit, a band of explorers were at once dispatched inwards. They 
found the explosion bad occurred near the face of a heading known as David 
Williama’s. and out of the five men who were working there four were killed on 
the spot, Their names and ages were as follows :—Thomas Hamlett, 11 years of 
age, door-boy ; David Morse, |8, labourer ; David Jones, 28, labourer ; and David 
Davies, 27, labourer. The fifth, named William Isaacs, was rescued in an in- 
sensible condition. DavidGibbon, the night foreman, was in the pit at the time, 
and assisted the searchers. No reliablestatement is made as to the cause of the 
explosion, and probably it will never be positively known. The depth of the 
shaft is 80 yards, and the explosion occurred ata distance of about 1% mile from 
the shaft, The pit has been hitherto particularly free from accidents, and Is, 
no doubt, well and carefully managed. Mr. Wales, the Government Inspector 
of Mines, was expected at the pit to-day (Thursday). 


THB TIN-PLATE TRADE.—The quarterly meeting of the members 
of the trade was held at Newport, on Wednesday, Mr. Woodruffe of the Machen 
Works, Monmouthshire, in the chair. Twenty-two manufacturcrs were either 
present or represented, In the discussion that took place relative to the position 
and prospects of the trade it was elicited that the prices fixed at the last quarterly 
meeting had not been generally maintained, owing to a varicty of causes, the 
principal no doubt being the power of the works to immediately increase the 
make to meet any addition in the demand. With the late heavy advances in 
the prices of tin and iron, the quotations realised at present in Liverpool can 
scarcely be sald to be remunerative. There are no stocks whatever in makcr:? 
hands, bnt there is no rellable information as to how stocks stand in Canada 
and the United States. Upon the demand from those two countries mainly de- 
pends the future prosperity of the trade. The Chairman proposed that the prices 
fixed at the last quarterly meeting should remain unaltered, and this was agreed 
to. The members, as usual, dincd together after the meeting, 





REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Oct. 6.—The iron trade is almost precisely in the same position in 
which it has been during the last four weeks, In no department is 
there any notable change. The market at Middlesborough on Tues- 
day—which was the usual quarterly meeting of the North of England 
Iron, Coal, and Allied Trades—was well attended, but there was 
scarcely so numerous an attendance as is usual with the quarterly 
meetings.

THB WIGAN COLLIERY EXPLOSION.—The adjourned enquiry as 
to the deaths of the five men killed by the second explosion at the Moss Pits, near 
Wigan, on the re-opening of the shafts on Sept. 20, was held on Thursday, before 
Mr. Driffield, at Ince, the Government Inspector (Mr. Higson) being present. 
Evidence as to identity having been given, the under looker (Henry Prescott) 
described the measure; taken to seal the pits after the first explosion, which was 
not till 28 hours after the catastrophe, and till all were satisfied there was a 
standing fire in the mine, and there was further risk of life in descending the 
ebaft. Mr. Isracl Knowles believed that every precaution which could be taken 
in opening the shafts was adopted, and Mr. J. E. Pearson, son of one of the pro- 
prietors, and a mining engincer, declared his inability to account for the exist- 
ence of the fire below, after his examination of the air ascending the upcast 
shaft, and said that when the explosion happened he was preparing to descend. 
till, if he had such a case to deal with again, he would not open the pits for 
three months. Mr. Jacob Higson, son of the Government Inspector, sald no man 
could tell, when there bad been a standing fire in the pit, whether that fire had 
beon extinguished or not before he descended, and he declared that after a pit 
had been found to be on fire he would never again descend until it had been 
filled wich water. Mr. Higson, the Government Inspector, sald if there had been 
a mistake in re-opening the shafts he was willing to take bis share of the re- 
sponsibility, A verdict of * Accidental Death ’’ was returned, and it was stated 
that two or three months would elapsé before the miue could be re-opened.
